WATCH FOR 


TAGGED BREAM 
Fishing in the Gipps- 
land Lakes? . Then watch 


for tagged bream. 

Starting this month, through 
to ‘November, officers of the 
Fisheries and Wildlife’ Depart- 
ment will be netting bream, 
tagging them—then throwing 
the fish back to swim away 
and be caught by fishermen 
later. 

The tag is afine strip of 
white plastic, placed_ inside 
the gut of the fish through a 
small incision'in the belly 
wall; a-red plastic “streamer;” 
two inches long, hangs out- 
side the fish to show it is 
tagged. The tag is numbered 
and bears an address for re- 
turn. 

This method of tagging is 
comparitively new and has a 
number of advantages— 

@ The tag is easy and 
quick to insert; 

@ It is not easily lost; 

@ It does not, become en- 
tangled in nets or underwater 
objects; and 


@ The red. “streamer” is 


conspicuous out of water, but + 


underwater the red is quickly 
reduced to a,grey or black 
appearance which does not 
attract predators..

STEP AND. LIVE” 


Last year in Victoria, 258 people were killed 
and 2456 watered: A big proportion of pedestrian 
fatalities occur at this time of year when the wea- 
ther conditions and early darkness make pedes- 
trians extremely vulnerable. 


In a ‘special safety message 
to Altona residents today, 
Shire President Cr./G. den 
Dulk said, “Many pedestrians 
cause their own deaths by not 
following normal safety rules 
while walking along or cross- 
ing roads. 


“Pedestridns must Temem- 
ber that, in mid-winter it is 
often difficult for drivers to 
see them. Motorists too, 
should exercise even greater 
care than usual when driving 
in or near the town, particu- 
larly in the late afternoon 
or night. Pedestrian fatalities 
can be avoided, if all road 
users follow the common 
sense rules of safety.” 


Cr. den Dulk said, “That 
the highest percentage of 
pedestrian road deaths was 
amongst elderly people and 
urged that they should be 
particularly careful when 
out walking.” 


He advised all residents to
